Exemptions.—-Apprentices’ indentures, Customs bonds, Magisterial recognisances, Bonds given 
or entered into by any officer of any Friendly or Building Society, Replevin Bonds under Impound- 
ing Act, Transfers of shares in any company, Transfers of any mortgage to the trustees of any 
certified Friendly Society, and all instruments made by or with the Governor or any Minister of 
the Crown acting on behalf of the State. 


Obliteration of Stamps.—Stamps are to be cancelled by writing across each of them the day 
of the month and year of using the same, and in default thereof such stamps will be of no avail 
Stamps unnecessarily defaced or rendered unfit for use may be replaced by others on application to 
the Collector within sixty days after they have been so spoiled. 
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Unstamped Documents.—Instruments executed in Tasmania delivered unstamped must be 
stamped in the presence of the Collector within sixty days of date; and instruments executed out 
of the State within sixty days after arrival in the State. Penalty in default, £5. 


Stamp Duty above £1 may be paid in cash. Money paid upon spoiled instruments will be 
returned. 


Companies to pay to Treasurer before registration a sum of one penny for every pound of 
nominal capital. And also a like sum for every pound of the nominal amount of any increase of 
capital, when capital increased. 


Foreign Companies to pay £50 on registration, but if formed out of Tasmania for immediate 
purpose of carrying on business in Tasmania, and with power to carry on business elsewhere, stamp 
duty in the pound on capital to be expended in Tasmania, minimum of £50. (See 1 Edward 
VII. No. 47). 


LAND TAX. 


Every owner of land situate in Tasmania, and not included in certain exemptions specified in 
the Act, must pay by the 1st of October in each year the following tax:—Where the assessed value 
is under £5000, one halfpenny in the pound of the capital value; where the value is £5000 and 
under £15,000, five-eighths of a penny in the pound; where the value is £15,000 and under £40,000, 
three farthings in the pound; where the value is £40,000 and under £80,000, seven-eighths of a 
penny in the pound; where the value is £80,000 and over, one penny in the pound sterling. Crown 
lands situate beyond the limits of any town purchased on credit are exempt from taxation until 
one-half of the purchase money has been paid, or is due. The owner of land under mortgage may 
claim reduction of one-sixth of 1d. in the pound of amount of mortgage. Such claim must be made 
within 30 days of demand. The local authority of every district is required to prepare, before the 
Ist day of October in every year, an assessment roll of the property in such district. 


INCOME TAX. 


Incomes liable to taxation: (1) Income of every Company carrying on business in Tasmania. 
Rate Is. in the pound. (2) Income derived from property of every person which accrues, arises, is 
received in, or is derived from, Tasmania. Rate, ls. in the pound. 

Exemptions.—No income Tax is payable by persons whose income is under £100. 

Where any person’s income is less than £400 he shall be entitled to a deduction in accordance 
with the following scale: —If his total income is less than £110, deduction £80; less than £120, 
deduction £70; less than £150, deduction £60; less than £200, deduction £50; less than £250, 
deduction £40; less than £300, deduction £30; less than £350, deduction £20; less than £400, 
deduction £10. 

Incomes derived from any source out of Tasmania are allowed a rebate of the amount of Income 
Tax paid in England or elsewhere. Penalty for making false returns, &c., not less than £1, nor more 
than £100. Penalty for failure to furnish returns, not more than £5. 


TAX ON OCCUPIERS OF PROPERTY AND LODGERS. 


To be paid by—(1) Occupiers or sub-occupiers of property for purposes of residence. (2) 
Occupiers or sub-occupiers of property partly for purposes of residence and partly for purposes of 
business. (3) Lodgers not liable as occupiers or sub-occupiers. 


(1.) The Tavable Amount upon which the Tax is to be paid where the property is occupied for 
purposes of residence only is: —

Where the taxable amount is £60 or over, a deduction of the first £30 is made, and where the 
taxable amount is under £100 there is a further reduction of £10 for each child under the age of 17 
years residing with and dependent upon the taxpayer. 
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(2.) The Taxable amount for occupiers, &c., who occupy partly for purposes of residence and 
partly for purposes of business, and who do not practise a profession other than that of a schoolmaster, 
and for occupiers carrying on any agricultural, pastoral, or horticultural pursuits, is 24 times the 
amount of the first £50 of the assessed annual value, 14 times the second £50, and 3 times the 
remainder; and the amount of the tax is—

Where the taxable amount is £50 or over, a reduction of the first £30 is made. 


(3) The Zaxable Amount to be paid by lodgers is— 


Where the assessed annual value of lodgings is under £65 .................5 Twice the amount 

Where the assessed annual value of lodgings is £65 and under £78 24 times the amount 
Where the assessed annual value of lodgings is £78 and under £104...... 3 times the amount 
Where the assessed annual value of lodgings is £104 and over ............ 4 times the amount 


And the reduction and amount of tax to be paid is the same as in the case of (1) occupiers of 
property for purposes of residence only. Female lodgers, where the assessed annual value of board 
and lodging is under £36, are exempted. 

Any taxpayer proving that his income is exclusively derived from property shall be exempted 
from this tax, and any taxpayer appealing within the prescribed time, and proving that his income 
for the immediately preceding twelve months was less than the arable Amount by not less than 
10 per cent., may have his taxable amount reduced to his actual income, but must also declare his 
income in each of the two following years. 


TAX ON DIVIDENDS AND COMPANIES. 


Every Company having its head office or chief place of business in Tasmania must pay ls. in the 
£ on al] dividends declared or becoming due to the shareholders. 

Banking Companies which have not their head office, &c., in Tasmania, and which carry on no 
other business, must pay ls. in the £ on so much of the total dividends declared by the Company as 
is proportionate to the average amount of the average quarterly assets and liabilities of the Company 
in Tasmania, as compared with the total assets and liabilities. 

Life Insurance Companies which have not their head office, &c., in Tasmania, must pay 1s. in the 
£ on 20 per cent. of the premiums received in Tasmania. 

Insurance Companies, other than Life, which have not their chief office, &c., in Tasmania, shall pay 
Is. in the £ on 50 per cent. of the net premiums received in Tasmania, exclusive of any portion paid 
away as re-insurance in Tasmania with any other company. 

Shipping Companies which have not their chief office, &c., in Tasmania, must pay 1s. in the £ on 
5 per cent. of the receipt for live stock, goods, mails, and passengers, shipped in Tasmania, and carried 
to any port in or beyond Tasmania. 

Mercantile Companies which have not their head office, &c., in Tasmauia, must pay Is. in the & 
on the profits of its Tasmanian business, which may be assessed by the Commissioner as 5 per cent. 
of the turnover of the Company in Tasmania. 

Other Companies which have not their head office, &c., in Tasmania, must pay ls. in the £ on 
the profits made on Tasmanian business, which may be assessed by the Commissioner as 5 per cent. 
of the capital employed in ‘Tasmania. 

The taxable amount of Income of any company not having its chief office, &c., in Tasmania, shall 
not in any year be deemed to be less than £1000.

The general tables for each State contain a large amount of information con- 
veniently arranged for reference and comparison. Additional tables have also been added for the purpose 
of giving fuller information on the important matters relating to Finance, Public Debt, Railways, and 
External Trade. 

Progress of Australasia since 1830. 

The following table has been specially prepared to show the general progress of Australia and Tasmania 
overa longer period than that shown in the fuller tables restricted to recent years. The particulars selected 
are shown, as far as can be obtained, for the year closing each decade since the year 1830, and convey 
a bird’s-eve view of the rapid progress made over the seventy-three years ending with the year 1905. The 
Annual Rate of Progress since 1850 and during the last decade are given side by side to mark the varying 
rate of progress in later years as contrasted with that for the greater period.
